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Ex-agent alleges OIA

BRIDGEWATER — The Central Intelli- 
gence Agency’s war against communism has 
resulted in "major genocide” and many of the 
victims are citizens of Third World countries, 
according to former CIA official John Stock- 
well. 

Stockwell is the highest ranking CIA offi- 
cial to date to resign and pen a "tell-all” book 
about his experiences. He told a Bridgewater 
State College audience Tuesday night that he 
involved himself in CIA activities because he 
felt that what he was doing was in the best in- 
terests of the United States. 

The dark-haired; ex-Marine told an audi 
ence-of approximately 50 people he was in- 
volved in covert activities in both Vietnam and 
Angola, following service in the conventional 
branches of the military. ., * . - . 

CIA’s recent -mining of Nicaraguan" 
harbors i£ part of a "destabilization” move- 
ment that is designed to undermine public 
faith in the government s whatever count™ is 
under scrutiny, the ex-official said. 

Stockwell said CIA activity in Nicaragua is 
designed to disrupt society there in ways simi- 
lar to earlier disruption attempts in* China, 
Chile, Cuba, Angola and Vietnam.. 

Stockwell graduated from the University 
^ exas * n time between the Korean and 
ietnam Wars and embarked on a "glamorous 
time" in the service. After his discharge, the 
CIA contacted him for employment. He 
worked for them until 1977, being chiefly in- 
volved in enlisting native CIA agents in the 
country’ to which he was assigned. 

His two books, "In Search Of Enemies, 
and Red Sunset," have been scathing attacks 
on his former employer. He has been sued by 
Ihe government agency over the first book. 1 

He said the assets from his book have been 
frozen by the CIA and that he has three others \ 
that have not yet been published. He is cur- 1 
rently working on a sixth book. His first book -) 
was written in 1978.

The American failure to evacuate many of 
their native operatives when Saigon collapsed 
served as a source of "emotional trauma” for 
Stockwell, but it wasn’t until he became in- 
volved in the Angolan, operation thatjhe.began . 
to harbor serious doubts about his wo-k.
